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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR hll4 
1 A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this appHcation is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. AppHcant's submission filed on 20 August 2002 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains newly amended claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

1. Claims 1-9, drawn to a contact structure wherein the insulating film is formed along the 

length and width direction of the metal. 

XL Claims 10-18, drawn to a contact structure having one grain plated with at least one of 

gold and chromium. 

III. Claims 19-30, drawn to a contact structure having wherein the insulating film 

lamination has a tapered shape. 

IV. Claims 3 1-56, drawn to a contact structure having wherein the connecting wiring has 

a tapered shape. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
